> The South and West experienced the largest increases in population. 

> The wealth gap widens between whites and minorities (median net worth of 
white family is 20 X that of Black family and 18 X that of Hispanic family) 

> More grandparents are taking on a second round of parenting. 

> Blacks return to southern roots; 57% of blacks live in the South, the 
highest percentage since 1960. 

> New Hispanic majority transforms culture of Pa. region. 

> Census reveals plummeting U.S. birthrates.
